aA IN ITS DYING HOURS. 


Day of Excitement and Confusion 
in Senate and House. 


GREAT CROWDS AREIN ATTENDANCE: 


A Bedlamitic Scene Prevails at Times 
During the Session—The Bills 
Are Pushed Through 
Quickly. 


Washington, March 4.—Excitement, 
confusion, heavy strain and hard work 
characterized the last legislative day of 
the Fifty-fifth congress in the senate. 
At times the confusion was so great in 
this usually staid and decorous body 
as to render the transaction of business 
almost impossible. Business that ordi- 
narily would have the undivided atten- 
tion of every senator. on the floor was 
transacted amid so much noise that it 
was next to impossible to follow the 
proceedings. Towards midnight or- 
der was being evolved from the seem- 
ing chaos of the early part of the day 
and evening and the prospect was fair 
that congress would adjourn at noon 
to-day with its absolutely necessary 
work completed. 

When the senate convened at 11 
o'clock Friday morning it faced the 
task of considering two of the great ap- 
propriation bills, those for the army 
and for supplying the general de- 
ficiencies. The former carries appro- 
priations exceeding $80,000,000 and the 
latter about $20,000,000. With a deter- 
mination to complete the appropriation 
bills the senate began immediately at 
11 o’clock in the morning to consider 
these measures, and at six o’clock p.m. 
the army bill was passed, the deficiency 
bill having been passed three hours be- 
fore. 

A conference report on the Alaska 
criminal code bill was presented and 
agreed to. A partial report on the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill was agreed 
to, {but the inability of the senate con- 
ferees to secure an agreement on the 
Hawaiian cable proposition created a 
heated discussion, in the course of 
which Speaker Reed was alluded to in 
uncomplimeéentary terms. The Toledo 
exposition bill, carrying an appropria- 
tion of $500,000, was passed without de- 
bate. 

At night, when the river and harbor 
conference report was presented a de- 
bate upon the recession of the senate 
conferees from the senate amendment 
providing for reservoirs to irrigate 
arid lands at the headwaters of the 
Missouri river was precipitated by the 
advocates of the proposition. An effort 
was made to recommit the bill to the 
conferees, but it failed after an impas- 
sioned speech by Senator Frye, who 
submitted the report. 

At 11:30 the debate was still in prog- 
ress, with no indications of an early 
conclusion. 


In the House. 


Washington, March 4.—Crowded gal- 
leries looked down upon the struggling 
members of the house Friday as the 
closing scenes of the last legislative day 
of this congress were being enacted. 
Step by step the leaders in charge of 
the appropriation bills pushed them 
through the final stages, and during 
every lull in the consideration of con- 
ference reports members clamored for 
recognition for belated local bills in 
the vain hope of rescuing them from 
death on the calendar. At times the 
house was like bedlam. Pound as the 
speaker would with his gavel, it was 
almost impossible to preserve order. 
The noise and confusion on the floor, 
punctuated with the constant banging 
of the speaker’s gavel or backgrounded 
with the droning voice of the clerk, 
irate members facing each other and 
talking at the same time, pages scur- 
rying up and down the aisles, all this 
was utterly distracting. 

Mr. Walker (Mass.), after many un- 
successful attempts, got an opportuni- 
ty during the afternoon to voice his 


views on currency reform and severely 


criticised some of his republican col- 
leagues. 

‘The house by 77 to 102 refused to con- 
cur in the senate amendment to the 
sundry civil bill providing for the con- 
struction of a government cable to 
Hawaii. 

The Night Session. 

When the great beacon light on the 
dome blazed forth as darkness fell 
thousands upon thousands were at- 
tracted to the brilliantly illuminated 
wings of the capitol where the two 
houses were to sit out the night. In 
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authorizing a government armor fac- 
tory. After a short debate the yeas 
and nays were ordered.

This has been a customary practice 
with many presidents at the close of 
the short session when the passage of 
important bills are delayed frequently 
until almost the constitutional expira- 
tion, of the congress. The executive 
is tius put in easy communication 
witk the legislators, with whom he can 
consult respecting the merits of such 
measures as might at first seem objec- 
tionable. 

Doesn’t Want Leadership Again. 

Washington, March 4.—Representa- 
tive Bailey, of Texas, announced Fri- 
day that he would not be a candidate 
for the democratic leadership in the 
next congress. He stated to a press 
reporter that his decision was irre- 
vocable, although his friends appealed 
to him not to make the statement. 

Mr. Bailey gave the following state- 
ment of his attitude: 

“I want it distinctly understood that I 
am not actuated by any feeling of pique 
or personal disappointment; but I am pro- 
ceeding purely upon the idea that asa large 
number of democrats are unwilling to in- 
sist upon an obedience to a perfectly plain 
provision of the constitution, they ought 
not to be made responsible for the lead- 
ership of a man who believes that the con- 
stitution is the supreme law of the land 
and ought to be obeyed at all times and by 
all men. I would raise the same question 
again, and I will raise it as often as it pre- 
sents itself, but when I raise it from my 
place in the ranks of the party I must take 
the responsiblity, and others will not be 
compelled to share the responsibility with 
me. I believe that the democrats who 
voted to allow these military appointees of 
the president to retain their seats in con- 
gress greatly mistake the sentiments of 
their democratic constituents. It is utter- 
ly impossible for me to believe that any 
man in this country is more popular with 
the democratic masses than the constitu- 
tion, a reverence for which has been the 
chief article of our faith. I regret the vote 
almost beyond expression, because I doubt 
if with that precedent established any ap- 
pointee of the president will ever again be 
denied a right to sit in the house of repre- 
sentatives.” 

Favors Treaty with Britain. 

Washington, March 4. — The senate 
committee on foreign relations Friday 
agreed to receive favorably a treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain sent to the senate Thursday by 
the president. The treaty regulates 
the descent of property of citizens of 
this country who die in Great Britain, 
and of British subjects who die in 
the United States. It provides that 
property in such cases shall be dis- 
posed of as if the person deceased 
should die in his own country, and 
gives administrators, executors, etc., 
three years in which to settle estates. 

Its Fate in Doubt. 

Washington, March 4.—The presi- 
dent is considering earnestly the 
course he shall adopt with reference 
to the omnibus claims bill, and its fate 
is a matten of considerable doubt. No 
final conclusion has been reached with 
reference to it, and a veto message or 
a pocket veto is among the possibili- 
ties. 


SAGASTA REFUSES. 


Queen Regent Urges Him to Recon- 
struct Spanish Cabinet But 
He Declines. 


Madrid, March 4.—The queen regent, 
as the result of her consultations with 
the statesmen, generals and political 
leaders, informed Senor Sagasta that 
she desired to retain the present cham- 
ber, and she then invited him to recon- 
struct the cabinet. Senor Sagasta re- 


plied that it would be impossible for |. 


him to remain premier without a dis- 
solution. Thereupon the queen regent 
referred the same request to Senor 
Montero Rios, president of the senate, 
who declined for the same reason. 
Finally Senor Silvela, the conservative 
leader, accepted the task, and it is ex- 
pected that he will submit a conserva- 
tive ministry to her majesty for her ap- 
proval.

Otis, and when the army and navy com- 
bine operations in the Philippines his 
order as the ranking officer will have 
to be obeyed. It is not believed, how- 
ever, that there is any danger of fric- 
tion between Admiral Dewey and Gen. 
Otis, as the former thoroughly under- 
stands the rights of the military, and 
will undoubtedly when the two services 
act together fully consult the military 
commander as to the course to be pur- 
sued. 

Capture of Rebel Supplies. 

New York, March 4.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila says: 

It is rumored here that a steamer 
with 20,000 stands of arms and ammuni- 
tion, which were bound for the Phil- 
ippines, has been seized in Japanese 
waters by the Japanese authorities. 
Aguinaldo’s army is disheartened as 
the result of the recent actions.

It is almost

transacted amid so much noise that it 
was next to impossible to follow the 
proceedings. Towards midnight or- 
der was being evolved from the seem- 
ing chaos of the early part of the day 
and evening and the prospect was fair 
that congress would adjourn at noon 
to-day with its absolutely necessary 
work completed. 

When the senate convened at 11 
o'clock Friday morning it faced the 
task of considering two of the great ap- 
propriation bills, those for the army 
and for supplying the general de- 
ficiencies. The former carries appro- 
priations exceeding $80,060,000 and the 
latter about $20,000,000. With a deter- 
mination to complete the appropriation 
bills the senate began immediately at 
11 o’clock in the morning to consider 
these measures, and at six o’clock p. m. 
the army bill was passed, the deficiency 
bill having been passed three hours be- 
fore. 

A conference report on the Alaska 
criminal code bill was presented and 
agreed to. A partial report on the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill was agreed 
to, but the inability of the senate con- 
ferees to secure an agreement on the 
Hawaiian cable proposition created a 
heated discussion, in the course of 
which Speaker Reed was alluded to in 
uncomplimentary terms. The Toledo 
exposition bill, carrying an appropria- 
tion of $500,000, was passed without de- 
bate. 

At night, when the river and harbor 
conference report was presented a de- 
bate upon the recession of the senate 
conferees from the senate amendment 
providing for reservoirs to irrigate 
arid lands at the headwaters of the 
Missouri river was precipitated by the 
advocates of the proposition. An effort 
was made to recommit the bill to the 
conferees, but it failed after an impas- 
sioned speech by Senator Frye, who 
submitted the report. 

At 11:30 the debate was still in prog- 
ress, with no indications of an early 
CONC.USILON, 
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In the House. 


Washington, March 4.—Crowded gal- 
leries looked down upon the struggling 
members of the house Friday as the 
closing scenes of the last legislative day 
of this congress were being enacted. 
Step by step the leaders in charge of 
the appropriation bills pushed them 
through the final stages, and during 
every lull in the consideration of con- 
ference reports members clamored for 
recognition for belated local bills in 
the vain hope of rescuing them from 
death on the calendar. At times the 
house was like bedlam. Pound as the 
speaker would with his gavel, it was 
almost impossible to preserve order. 
The noise and confusion on the floor, 
punctuated with the constant banging 
of the speaker’s gavel or backgrounded 
with the droning voice of the clerk, 
trate members facing each other and 
talking at the same time, pages scur- 
rying up and down the aisles, all this 
was utterly distracting. 

Mr. Walker (Mass.), after many un- 
successful attempts, got an opportuni- 
ty during the afternoon to voice his 


views on currency reform and severely 


criticised some of his republican col- 
leagues. 

The house by 77 to 102 refused to con- 
cur in the senate amendment to the 
sundry civil bill providing for the con- 
struction of a government cable to 
Hawaii. 

The Night Session. 

Whien the great beacon light on the 
dome blazed forth as darkness fell 
thousands upon thousands were at- 
tracted to the brilliantly illuminated 
wings of the capitol where the two 
houses were to sit out the night. In 
the reserved galleries of the house 
were congregated the elite of the so- 
ciety of the national capital, while the 
public galleries were banked to the 
doors. Stylishly-gowned ladies and 
gentlemen in evening dress added eclat 
to the occasion. The big questions in 
dispute between the two houses being 
naturally the last to be adjusted, were 
postponed far into the night. From 
time to time short recesses were taken. 
These were simply breathing spells, 
however, and soon the leaders were at 
it again harder than ever. 

Slow progress was made on confer- 
ence reports. The District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill was sent back 
to conference. The deficiency appro- 
priation bill was sent back to confer- 
ence. ‘The naval conferees presented a 
partial report, which was agreed to. 
It carried agreements only on routine 
features. The questions of armor 
plate and new ships are stillopen. A 
motion to concur in the senate amend- 
ment for the Gathmann guns was de- 
feated. 

Announcement was made by Mr. 
Crumpacker (rep., Ind.) that the 
Brown-Swanson contested election 
case would not be brought forward. 

Thereupon Mr. Bailey withdrew his 
notice that he would obstruct the 
naval bill. 

Mr. Underwood (dem., Ala.) moved 
to concur in the senate amendment 
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toù of the congress. The executive 
is tus put in easy communication 
witk the legislators, with whom he can 
consult respecting the merits of such 
measures as might at first seem objec- 
tionable. 

Doesn’t Want Leadership Again. 

Washington, March 4.—Representa- 
tive Bailey, of Texas, announced Fri- 
day that he would not be a candidate 
for the democratic leadership in the 
next congress. He stated to a press 
reporter that his decision was irre- 
vocable, although his friends appealed 
to him not to make the statement. 

Mr. Bailey gave the following state- 
ment of his attitude: 


“I want it distinctly understood that I 
am not actuated by any feeling of pique 


or personal disappointment; but I am pro- | 


ceeding purely upon the idea that as a large 
number of democrats are unwilling to in- 
sist upon an obedience to a perfectly plain 
provision of the constitution, they ought 
not to be made responsible for the lead- 
ership of a man who believes that the con- 
stitution is the supreme iaw of the land 
and ought to be obeyed at all times and by 
all men. I would raise the same question 
again, and I will raise it as often as it pre- 
sents itself, but when I raise it from my 
place in the ranks of the party I must take 
the responsiblity, and others will not be 
compelled to share the responsibility with 
me. I believe that the democrats who 
voted to allow these military appointees of 


gress greatly mistake the sentiments of 
their democratic constituents. It is utter- 
ly impossible for me to believe that any 
man in this country is more popular with 
the democratic masses than the constitu- 
tion, a reverence for which has been the 
chief article of our faith. I regret the vote 
almost beyond expression, because I doubt 
if with that precedent established any ap- 
pointee of the president will ever again be 
denied a right to sit in the house of repre- 
sentatives.” 
Favors Treaty with Britain. 

Washington, March 4. — The senate 
committee on foreign relations Friday 
agreed to receive favorably a treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain sent to the senate Thursday by 
the president. The treaty regulates 
the descent of property of citizens of 
this country who die in Great Britain, 
and of British subjects who die in 
the United States. It provides that 
property in such cases shall be dis- 
posed of as if the person deceased 
should die in his own country, and 
gives administrators, executors, etc., 
three years in which tosettle estates. 

Its Fate in Doubt. 

Washington, March 4.—The presi- 
dent is considering earnestly the 
course he shall adopt with reference 
to the omnibus claims bill, and its fate 
is a matten of considerable doubt. No 
final conclusion has been reached with 
reference to it, and a veto message or 
a pocket veto is among the possibili- 
ties. 


SAGASTA REFUSES. 


Queen Regent Urges Him to Recon- 
struct Spanish Cabinet But 
He Declines. 


Madrid, March 4.—The queen regent, 
as the result of her consultations with 
the statesmen, generals and political 
leaders, informed Senor Sagasta that 
she desired to retain the present cham- 
ber, and she then invited him to recon- 
struct the cabinet. Senor Sagasta re- 


him to remain premier without a dis- 
solution. Thereupon the queen regent 
referred the same request to Senor 
Montero Rios, president of the senate, 
who declined for the same reason. 
Finally Senor Silvela, the conservative 
leader, accepted the task, and it is ex- 
pected that he will submit a conserva- 
tive ministry to her majesty for her ap- 
proval. The newspapers predict that

The cortes will be dissolved, the new 
elections taking place toward the end 
of April and the new chamber of depu- 
ties meeting in May. Count.de Rascon, 
Spanish ambassador to Great Britain, 
and Senor Leon y Castillo, ambassador 
to France, have tendered their resigna- 
tions.

It is rumored here that a steamer 
with 20,000 stands of arms and ammuni- 
tion, which were bound for the Phil- 
ippines, has been seized in Japanese 
waters by the Japanese authorities. 
Aguinaldo’s army is disheartened as 
the result of the recent actions.

The influential natives of the islands 
of Mabate and Ticoa request Gen. Otis 
to send troops there. They say that 
200 men could easily subdue the rebels. 

The inhabitants are peaceable. They 
are disgusted with the extortions of 
three successive native governors. 

The two islands contain 80,000 head 
of cattle, which constitute the food 
supply of the rebel army of the south. 


No American Prisoners Held. 

. Washington, March 4.—The follow- 
ing dispatch has been received by Sec- 
retary of War Alger from Gen. Otis, in 
answer to Secretary Alger’s inquiry of 
Thursday respecting the number of 
American prisoners held by the insur- 
gents: 

“Manila, March 8.—Secretary of War, 
Washington: Insurgents have not taken 
nor do they hold a single prisoner of war. 
They have three soldiers in Malolos picked 
up in January who without permission 
went among them near Cavite and 
Caloocan. I am looking after them and 
providing money. Have captured over 
1,500 insurgent soldiers since February 4, 
and hold the majority as prisoners of war. 
Detrimental reports which reach the 
United States manufactured mostly in 
Hong-King. Troops here in splendid con- 
dition. OTIS.”’ 

Sent to Prison. 

Madrid, March 4.—-Admiral Montejo, 
who was in command of the Spanish 
squadron destroyed by Admiral Dewey 
in the battle of Manila bay, and the 
commander of the Cavite arsenal were 
Friday evening incarcerated in the mil- 
itary prison, pending trial for their 
conduct at Manila. The government 
has also ordered the prosecution ot 
Gen. Linares, who was in supreme com- 
mand of the Spanish forces at San- 
tiago at the time of the capitulation to 
Gen. Shafter. 


POPE DOING WELL. 


His Physicians Predict a Long Life 
for Him—Anniversary of His 
Coronation Observed. 


Rome, March 4.—The physicians of 
the pope say they are quite satisfied 
with his condition. When leaving the 
pontiff Thursday evening they pre- 
dicted for him a long life. Before go- 
ing to sleep the pope wrote a poem 
which was a description of his case as 
analogous to one which happened to 
Clement XII. He read the poem Friday 
morning to the doctors. The latter ur- 
gently advised abstinence from all 
movement if the patient wished to re- 
cover in five or six days. Friday being 
the anniversary of the coronation of 
the pope, there were the usual cere- 
monies of flag hoisting and visits from 
prelates, notabilities and diplomats, 
who inscribed their names in the vis- 
itors’ book. 


Heavy Loss by Fire. 

Springfield, Ill., March 4.—F¥ire broke 
out in the Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis 
shops Friday night, presumably orig- 
inating from an exploded car heater. 
The car sheds and eight coaches, in- 
cluding one sleeping car, were com- 
pletely destroyed. The damage will 
exceed $50,000. The loss is divided be-

He is desirous 
to know what we acquired of Spain, 
how we acquired it and when we ob- 
tained it. He wishes to know what we 
intended to do with it, what we have 
done with it and what we intend io do 
with it in the future. He wished to 
know by what authority we act, from 
whence the authority comes and how 


long the authority will continue. to be] 


ours. of Tight. Let us see. Ti. we are 
doing this as humanitarians and mis- 
sionaries, then we are doing the proper 
thing for a government to do, for a 
government can only expand the bene- 
fits of humanity by force. unless the 
other party is willing, and a govern- 
ment can only make good Indians by 
making dead Indians. 

But we have used the force, and now 
what have we won? We have got Porto 
Rico in fair shape, to ‘be just what we 
intended a part and parcel of us. We 
have got all the rights Spain had in 
Cuba and the Philippines, and those 
were the rights of a ruling power over 
the rebellious colonies and subjecis, that 
is, the right to kill them if necessary 
to put down their rebellion. We could 
not take away from Spain by war or 
treaty any more than she had, and in 
both cases we used force of arms, and 
in one ‘case the force of money, be- 
cause of the distance we being able to 
use the money to accomplish the pur- 
pose sooner than we could use the 
arms; the real fact being, in all these 
cases, we had one purpose in view, and 
that was the acquisition, holding and 
annexation of territory notwithstanding 
the proclamation of the president in the 
beginning and later the trickery resolu- 
tion of McEnery in the end. We have 
the same right to treat Gomez and his 
followers as we have Aguinaldo and his 
followers, and they have both the same 
right to treat the United States in the 


same way, and they will do it, except” 
as at intervals Gomez may be flattered | 


or tickled with a few millions to keep 


- him quiet. They both hold the same 


legal relation to us and we to them, 
and if the Philippines were əs near as 
Cuba their end and destiny would be the 
same. Now, can we do what we have 
been intending to do all the time? 

We can acquire territory either by 
conquest or by treaty, 1 Peter's U. 8. 
541, Chief Justice Marshall. We can do 
so also under the power to admit new 
states, 19 How. U. S., 447, Chief Justice 
Taney. Oregon was also acquired by 
discovery and occupation, and Texas 
was acquired under joint resolution of 
congress and the power to admit new 
states. Hawaii by joint resolution. 
Jones vs. U. - S., Ter C-D, -212 sustains 
these points. The provision of state- 
hood ‘was never held out either in the 
case of Hawaii or Alaska. Also the 


power to acquire territory is found in- 
“the sovereignty of United States, Chief 


Justice Taney thought in the Dred Scott 
case that it was to become a state and 
not to be held as a colony, but the bet- 
ter opinion is the other way, at least 
until the territory and people become 
fit to become a state. ; 

Now we say we acquired of Spain the 
real title to all Spain’s righis in the 


Philippines, in Cuba and Porto’ Rico, 


and Spain had all the rights which 
could be acquired of any one, or legally 
belonged to any one, because rebellious 
subjects do not hold perfect rights till 
acknowledged \by the ruling power and 
other nations interested; and ‘we ac- 
quired the rights we did acquire of 
Spain by conquest and treaty, and they 
were ours when the treaty was ratified 
and sanctioned by both parties to the 
contest. Now the best proof of our in- 
tentions is to judge us by our own acts, 


anid our acts have shown, still show, and 


ed the Spanish fleet at Manila and left- 


the Filipinos to their own faith and the 
regenerating influence of Christian mis- 
sionaries instead of brass and iron mis- 
sionaries, we should have been far less 
in debt, been a power on this continent 
and for a long time to come have com- 
manded the universal respect of the na- 
tions of the earth, and would not have 
seen the Stars and Stripes looked upon 
as the emblem of deceit, misrepresenta- 
tion and avarice by any nation or peo- 
ple.

how we acquired it and when we ob- 
tained it. He wishes to know what we 
intended to do with it, what we have 
done with it and what we intend to do 
with it in the future. He wished to 
know by what authority we act, from 
whence the authority comes and how 
long the authority will continue.to be’ 
oure-of right. Let us see. L we are 
doing this as humanitarians and mis- 
sionaries, then we are doing the proper 
thing for a government to do, for a 
government can only expand the bene- 
fits of humanity by force. unless the 
other party is willing, and a govern- 
ment can only make good Indians by 
making dead Indians. 

But we have used the force, and now 
what have we won? We have got Porto 
Rico in fair shape, to ‘be just what we 
intended a part and parcel of us. We 
have got all the rights Spain had in 
Cuba and the Philippines, and those 
were the rights of a ruling power over 
the rebellious colonies and. subjects, that 
is, the right to kill them if necessary 
to put down their rebellion. We could 
not take away from Spain by war or 
treaty any more than she had, and in 
both cases we used force of arms, and 
in one ‘case the force of money, he- 
cause of the distance we being able to 
use the money to accomplish the pur- 
pose sooner than we could wuse the 
arms; the real fact being, in all these 
cases, we had one purpose in view, and 
that was the acquisition, holding and 
annexation of territory notwithstanding 
the proclamation of the president in the 
beginning and later the trickery resolu- 
tion of McEnery in the end. We have 
the same right to treat Gomez and his 
followers as we have Aguinaldo and his 
followers, and they have both the same 
right to treat the United States in the 


same way, and they will do it, except” 


as at intervals Gomez may be flattered 
or tickled with a few millions to keep 
him quiet. They both hold the same 
legal relation to us and we to them, 
and if the Philippines were es near as 
Cuba their end and destiny would be the 
same. Now, can we do what we have 
been intending to do all the time? 

We can acquire territory either by 
conquest or by treaty, 1 Peters U: D: 
541, Chief Justice Marshall. We can do 
so also under the power to admit new 
states, 19 How. U. S., 447, Chief Justice 
Taney. Oregon was also acquired by 
discovery and occupation, and Texas 
was acquired under joint resolution of 
congress and the power to admit new 
states. Hawaii by joint resolution. 
Jones vs. U. S., 187 CS S, 212 sustains 
these points. The provision of state- 
hood ‘was never held out either in the 
ease of Hawaii or Alaska. Also the 
power to acquire territory is found in 
“the sovereignty of United States, Chief 
Justice Taney thought in the Dred Scott 
case that it was to become a state and 
not to be held as a colony, but the þet- 
ter opinion is the other way, at least 
until the territory and people become 
fit to become a state. . 

Now we say we acquired of Spain the 
real title to all Spain’s righis in the 
Philippines, in Cuba and Porto’ Rico, 
and Spain had all the rights which 
could be acquired of any one, or legally 
belonged to any one, because rebellious 
subjects do not hold perfect rights till 
acknowledged \by the ruling’ power and 
other nations interested; and ‘we ac- 
quired the rights we did acquire of 
Spain by conquest and treaty, and they 
were ours when the treaty was ratified 
and sanctioned by both parties to the 
contest. Now the best proof of our in- 
tentions is to judge us by our own acts, 
anid our acts have shown, still show, and 
will contiue to show that we intend to 
hold:'what we have acquired and make 
it a part and parcel of us. We may hum-

aido, but if they both live long enough 
they, will find themselves ‘American sub- 
jects, with just such rights as the 
United States see fit to grant them, un- 
jess in the particular Aguinaldo case 
the United States should conclude that 
the ‘‘Monroe doctrine’ was of more 
importance to build up a strong nation 
than a Filipino is. to build up a wide- 
spread nation with a yellow fever and 
smallpox population. We have seen 
that our authority is power in its or- 
igin, power in its continuanice and pow- 
er in its future intention, and it is by 
‘power, not by humanity and missionary 
motives, that we act. Preachers of the 
gospel do not charm their houses. by 
preaching sermons full of love for re- 
eoncentrados any more, nor do states- 
men longer talk about affording relief 
to poor Cubans and the God-forsaken 
Filipinos, butetheir banquet speeches 
and congressional arg:iments are 
formed in reference to the proper way 
to acquire territory, the sure way to 
hold it and how to pay the expensesw 
The result is we shall find if we ad- 
hered to the ‘‘Monroe doctrine,” kept

ted to be a good Mohammedan. If his 
treatment of his Christian subjects is 
open to criticism on other grounds, it 
is impregnable here. This, we may 
suppose, is the reading of his charac- 
ter adopted by the German emperor. 
“Before we can condemn the 'sultan’s 
treatment of the Armenians, whether 
in their own country or Constantino- 
ple, we must give full weight to his 
religious convictions. The Mohamme- 
dan religion in its integrity has no 
compassion for Christians. Their 
lives are already forfeited by their ob- 
stinate belief; all that is left to the 
khalif is to determine when he shall 
proceed to take them.” Realizing this, 
the emperor’s course was clear. “In 
Abdul-Hamed,” we may imagine him 
saying, “I see only the devoted relig- 
jonist. His moral standard may be 
different from mine, but We oacupy 
the same theological standpoint. He 
was but carrying out his creed and 
obeying the convictions which that 
creed embodies and imparts.” ‘This 
is familiar ground to a Hohenzollern. 
It is the rendering appropriate to the 
atmosphere of the Ottoman empire of 
the old Hebrew vow, “As for me and 
my house, we shall serve the Lord.”—
